WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


near-certainty that the Senate 
will not vote before the Novem- 
ber 
elections 
on 
the 
hotly 


disputed open housing section of 
the civil rights bill is bringing 
quiet sighs of relief from some 
senators up for re-election. 


As matters stand, the Demo- 


cratic leadership is likely to 
have to put the House-passed 
bill on the shelf after a couple of 
weeks of snail-paced filibuster- 
ing by its opponents. Even if the 
measure 
is revived later, it 


would be in a postelection ses- 
sion. 


In two days of maneuvering, 


supporters of the legislation 
have not been able to keep 
enough senators on hand to 
transact business. After a 75- 
minute call of the roll produced 
the required 51 Wednesday, Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., man- 
aged to get in a motion to take 
up the bill. 


But the Senate quickly turned 


to a $3.5-billion foreign aid au- 
thorization. 
After it sent that 


bill along to President Johnson 
by a 33-25 vote, the quorum van- 
ished. When an hour's effort 
failed to get enough members 
back, Hart gave up and moved 
for adjournment for the day.

So stated Sixth District Congress- 
man Richard H. Poff in his weekly 
newsletter from Washington. Mr. 
Poff produced the figures— com- 
piled by the Great Society's Bur- 
3au of Labor Statistics — to prove 
his point. 
fin June, 1966, the average 
after-tax take-home pay of a fac- 
tory worker with a wife and two 
children was $99.22 a week. This 
is $2.23 more than in June, 1965. 
After 
adjustments for the in- 


creased cost of living, however, 
the "real spendable earnings" 
was $87.88 per week. This is 
21 cents less than in June, 1965. 


'In summary," Mr. Poff point- 
out, 
"after all the sophisti- 


cated mathematical calculations, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
is compelled to show that in the 
last 12-month period while the 
pay check has risen about 2.3 
per cent, the cost of living has 
risen more than 2.5 per cent." 


Mr. Poff stressed that he was 


emphasizing the "average" take- 
home pay. "Those wage earners 


enjoyed no pay increase in 


this period have suffered an even 
more dramatic loss in relative 
purchasing power." 


The employer is paying more 


for the cost of labor, but the wage 
'earner's purchasing power has 
'declined.

of construction, U. S. Navy Capt. 
W. R. Rogers, said today: "This 
is not a critical situation. Build- 
ing is going ahead all over Viet 
Nam by our civilian contrac- 
tors. This money is needed be- 
cause the needs of our custom- 
ers, 
the Army, Navy and Air 


Force, have expanded." 


RMK-BRJ operates on a cost-

normal problems with furni- 
ture as it grows old. 


Most of the t i me these 


arc minor t r o u b l e s , easily 
remedied. 
Repairing 
is al- 


ways worth a try before rush- 
ing out to buy replacements. 


It is important to make re- 


pairs early. One weak spot 
or break leads to others un- 
til the piece is beyond repair. 


The most common failure 


in a piece of 
furniture 
is 


glue 
joints 
working 
loose. 


You will notice that this sort 
of trouble occurs soonest in 
furniture too close to radia- 
tors and registers. Heat and 
moisture will weaken joints. 


Surfaces to be glued should 


be 
thoroughly 
cleaned 
of 


any old glue. The presence of 
any old glue will prevent the 
surfaces from adhering prop- 
erly. 


Sand the surfaces and coat 


each lightly with a thin film 
of 
glue made 
for holding 


wood. An excess of glue will 
only weaken the joint. 


Apply Pressure 


Pressure must be applied 


to the joint until it is thor- 
oughly dry. If o r d i n a r y 


clamps arc too awkward to 
use. 
try wrapping the glued 


joint with string. 
Insert a 


piece of scrap wood under 
the siring and twist it, tour- 
niquet-like, 
to 
exert 
maxi- 


mum pressure. 


If clamping will not work, 


then use bricks, blocks, books 
or similar objects to apply 
weight and pressure. 


A chair rung that is loose- 


on one side need 
not be 


pulled free from the other. 
Clean and re-glue the weak 
end only. Where sanding is 
difficult, remove the old glue 
with vinegar. 


The rung may have worn 


or shrunk so that the fit is 
now too loose to hold. 
In- 


crease the size of it so that 
the fit is tight. 
Slitting the 


end and inserting a wood 
wedge is one way. A coat of 
glue followed by a winding of 
thread is another. 
You can 


purchase metal fasteners for 
such a situation. They fit on 
one side of the rung, have 
metal barbs so that they can- 
not pull loose. 


Strengthen Joints 


Joints in old furniture can 


be made considerably strong- 
er by using angle irons or 
wooden wedges. These can 
be inserted in corners on the 
u n d e r s i d e of tables 
and 


chairs. A bracing block can

Drawers that stick can be 


damaged if forced. Hub edges 
with paraffin. Do not plane 
edges if the sticking is dur- 
ing warm, humid weather.

4. Remove batteries as soon 


as they no longer power the 
radio.

batteries that, power portable 
radios. Find out which your set 
requires (the information is on 
the inside panel) and always 
keep a spare set of fresh bat- 
teries on hand. To be certain 
the battery you buy is the 
right one, remove the old bat- 
tery and take it with you to 
the store.
